The first witness to take the stand was 
Capt. Horace Stone. His testimony all re- 
lated to a contest that arose in 1893 over a 
petition to open a saloon in the Grand Av- 
enue Hotel. 

Messrs. Swanger and Spencer objected 
to this testimony being introduced, but Mr. 
Davidson said he was bound to have the 
witness testify and succeeded in carrying 
his point. ; 

Capt. Stone stated that Mr. Ziegenhein's 
henchmen had refused to allow him to ex- 
amine this petition and had talked inso- 
lently to him. He finally saw Mr. Ziegen- 

ein personally and was at last permitted 
to see the petition. Witness claimed that, 
notwithstandin a protest was entered 
against the saloon by a majority of the 
tax-payers in the block, Mr. Ziegenhein 
issued the license. 

ZIEGENHEIN TIRED. 

The next witness to be examined was Mr. 
Zi nhein. Mr. Davidson started off by 
saying: “Mr. Ziegenhein, I will now give 
you an opportunity to explain the myste- 
rious disappearance of that check for $4,102 
from your office some months ago.“

Ziegenhein replied that as he had never 
seen the check he could not explain its dis-

r. Zlegenhein stated that he was tired of 
having the disappearance of the check in 
question thrown up at him, as the courts 
had found him innocent of any wrongdoing. 

Mr. Ben Deering, the evangelist, was again 

laced on the stand. He was shéwn a num- 

r of petitions for licensgs from certain 
saloon-keepers which he mentioned on Sat- 
urday as not meeting the requirements of 
the law, and asked to point out to the com- 
mittee the defects in them. He said he could 
not do so at a glance and asked to be given 
a few days’ time. He stated, however, that 
he was positive that one of the petitions in 

uestion was illegal, as it did not bear the 
signature of the majority of property owners 
in the block in which the saloon is located. 
The saloon in question is that of Frank Pe- 
rano at the corner of Beaumont and Lucas 
avenues. He recalled several occasions 

hen he and Dr. Niccolls, the pastor of the 

cond Presbyterian Church, who is a prop- 
erty owner in that block, had talked over 
the matter, at which times Dr. Nicholls had 
vigorously protested against the existence 
of this saloon. 

During this part of his testimony Mr. 
Spencer had been glancing over the petition 
and when the witness finished he handed 
him the document, and requested him to 
glance over the signatures ef the property 
owners who had requested that the saloon 
be licensed. Mr. Deering nearly fell off his 
chair in amazement when he discovered the 
name of Rev. Samuel J. Niccolls among 
those requesting that the license be granted. 
The discomfiture of the witness at this dis- 
closure was painfully visible and his zeal 
— ne investigation appeared greatly di- 
minis ; 

CHIEF HARRIGAN TESTIFIES. 

Chief of Police Harrigan was the next 
witness called upon to testify. He was first 
as re ding so-called ‘‘dives’’ of 
the city. He replied that he had advised 
Commissioner Bell to license a certain num- 
ber of low saloons in the tough districts of 
the city in order to keep together the class 
of people that naturally frequent such 
places. When asked why the Sunday law 
was not enforced, he replied that he had 
tried, but the courts would not sustain him 
in such an action. 

in accordance with a request of the com- 
mittee, Chief Harrigan had a statement 
1 of the licensed and unlicensed sa- 
oons during certain periods, which read as 
follows: There were 1,810 licensed and 366 
unlicensed. In June, 1894, there were 2,041 
licensed and five unlicensed,.and in Septem- 
ber, 1894, 1,932 licensed and one unlicensed. 
The police reported the unlicensed saloons 
to the Collector. We reported those 366 to 
Mr. Ziegenhein. 

When asked why the proprietors of the 
unlicensed saloons were not arrested for 
violating the law, the witness replied that 
it was not the duty of the police to do so. 
The police reported such cases to Mr. Zelg- 
enhein, but that official had never requested 
the arrest of the guilty parties. Had he 
done so the law would have been enforced, 
The police at first arrested a number of 
saloon men for running without a license, 
but the Collector or his deputies: always 
dismissed the cases upon payment of the li- 
cense.

" HUMAN BATTERY. 


Orippied Men and Women Made to Walk 
by the Boy Phenomenon.“ 


Dr. Franklin Stewart Temple, advertised 
as the Boy Phenomenon, and said to be 
possessed of wonderful electric qualities 
and magnetic wers which enable him to 
effect remarkable curés, drew an immense 
crowd to Music Hall last night. Every seat 
in the vast hall was occupied and the aisles 
filled and hundreds were turned away, un- 
able to get into the building. It was esti- 
mated that between 5,000 and 6,000 people 
were in attendance: 

About 8:15 Prof. W. F. Hall, the doctor’s 
manager, stepped on the s and an- 
nounced that the Boy Phenomenon” would 
at once begin the work of curing a number 
of afflicted people in the audience. Ostensi- 
bly there was no lack of material for the 
doctor to work upon. Hundreds were there 
who hobbled in on crutches, with limbs and 
bodies distorted with various complaints, 
while those unable to see or hear were al- 
most as prevalent. 

The first row of seats was occupied by 
about twenty cripples in various stages of 
infirmity, and to these the doctor first gave 
his attention. His manager announced that 
the worst cases would be treated first.

Apparently he was scarcely 


as he took his seat in a chair and before 
the doctor had a chance to commence his 
treatment a rather startling episode oc- 
curred. A negro on the stage, who had 
been leaning on a pair of crutches, appear- 
ed to be suddenly stricken with some kind 
of a fit. He whirled rapidly around and 
around for a moment or two and then fell 
heavily to the floor, his head striking the 
stage with resounding thump. He lay 
writhing on the floér a moment or two when 
the attendants dragged him off the stage 
into the wings. Those occupying seats on 
the extreme left of the house say that they 
could see him lying between the win ap- 
ey, unconscious for about half an 
our. 

The doctor then set to work upon his first 
patient. Prof. Hall said he-had lost the 
power of locomotion and Rad not walked a 
step in years without the aid of crutches.

Cars Like Our Suburban.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The action tak-} & 
en by a trolley company in Chicago in 
ordering several postal cars will be fol- 
lowed in other cities as soon as the street 
car companies manifest a disposition to 
co-operate with the department. In the 
Chicago case part of each car is to be 
reserved as a smoking compartment, and 
the company is taking the step practically 
on its own risk, as no agreement as to 
compensation has as yet been made by 
the Chicago Post Office. Postal officials 
hope to have the scheme in operation in 
all the large cities of the country within 
a few years, but the street car companies 
as a rule have not showed a disposition 
to give material progress to the movement. 
Boston is expected to be one of the first 
cities where the scheme is to be operated, 
and in Brooklyn it is already in vogue to 
some extent. The Post Office Department 
expects to have a general extension of the 
movement, so as to include the principal 
cities, but material advance in this direc- 
tion will not be accomplished for a con- 
siderable length of time. St. Louis has a 
trolley postal car.

UNCORRECTED ABUSES. 

By his energetic attempt to make a 
genuine and thorough investigation of 
the Collector's office Representative Day- 
idson succeeded in showing that the crea- 
tion of that committee was a Repub- 
nean farce and that there was abundant 
occasion for a searching Inquiry.

AAMUNICIPAL NAPOLEON. 

How Well a new broom sweeps is shown 
in what Mr. Waring, the present Street 
Commissioner of New York, has accom- 
plished. Heretofore the snow has re- 
mained on the streets, which became 
very filthy. How it was cleared away last 
week is thus told: ' 

Mr.. Waring got up. at 6 o’clock. Before 
8 o’clock 1,200 men were scattered in squads 
over the city clearing away the snow. Be- 
fore noon this force had been increased to 
3,850 men. Before night these men had suc- 
ceeded in making all the lower part of town 
passable. Three hundred carts were busy 
hauling snow to the river during the day 
and 1,200 were set at the same work at 
night. The 3,800 men -who had worked all 
day were relieved at night by 1,000. Thurs- 
day morning, twenty-four hours after the 
snow ceased to fall, the streets in the busiest 
part of town were perfectly clean and by 
noon that day they were almost dry again. 
Thursday night the work was finished.

It claims the unrestricted right to lay 
electric wire conduits under the streets 
without permission of the Municipal As- 
sembly. .

— — officers, as requested by them on 
requisitions, without any knowledge on the 
part of the Treasury Department as to the 
status of the officer's accounts, notwith- 
standing the fact that enormous balances 
were charged t these officers on the 
books of the asury Department, run- 
ning up often times into millions of dollars. 
For example, a disbursing officer in one in- 
stance received an advance in December, 
1898, although there was charged against 
him on his account unaccounted for over

The comptroller acts as the repeating of- 
ficer where there are differences or errors, 
and his decisions guide ali the officers, 
making their findings uniform. The comp- 
troller also has to pass upon advances to 
disbursing officers and if their accounts are 
not satisfactory may refuse to countersign 
the warrants.

The Story Told by the Russian Strong 
Man, Ivan Skobel. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 5.—Aside from his per- 
formance of great feats of strength, Ivan 
Skobel, the strong man, has an interesting 


history. He may or may not outdo Sandow 
and the other modern Samsons. That has 
little to do with the story told here. Ivan 
Skobel has been in this country a little 
over five weeks. He is veritably a man 
without a country, and does not even know 
the nationality of his parents, or their 
names, or whether they are living or not. 
He supposes them to have been Russians 
living in Cairo, Egypt, at the time of his 
birth, thirty-two years ago. His first rec- 
ollections are of Cairo, and the first lan; 
guages he spoke were Russian and Turk- 
ish. More than this he knows nothihg of 
his life before 7 years of age, at which 
time he was stolen from his parents,roamed 
sea and land for twenty-five years, learned 
a new language and endured hardship that 
would have killed many men. Fortunately 
he possesses a vital power and strength 
of nerves and muscles that have brought 
him through’ danger, privation and suffer- 
‘ing and placed him among the strong men of 
the world, and the peef, if not the superior, 
of them all. 

His history can best be given from a trans- 
lation of his own words: 

‘I have no recollection of my early 
youth,” he said, “and know not if my fath- 
er and mother are living, though trust 
to the Almighty that they are both living 
and well. I saw them last at 7 years of 
age, when I was stolen from my native 
city, Cairo. I remember that some one— 
of course, I do not remember whom—took 
me aboard a large ship to see it, and that 
I played about the deck in high glee. Final- 
ly, when I wanted to go home, I found that 
the ship had sailed and was far out upon 
the sea. 

“It was a German ship, with German 
sailors, and there I learned that language. 
I was aboard the ship for six and one-half 
years, and, though at first I was unhappy 
and had a longing for parents and home, 
I soon became accustomed to my new sur- 
roundings, and as I was well-treated I for- 
got my former life and became quite hap- 
py. I soon found myself a favorite with 
the crew. Being strong and agile, I as- 
sisted everywhere, and thus being in daily 
practice my whole system, as well as my 
muscles and sinews, became hardened. As 
is usual with sailors, little feats of strength 
and agility were in order during the leis- 
ure hours, and I soon became an expert 
in many of them. 

“At the age of 13 I deserted the ship,” 
continued Mr. Skobel, though I don’t re- 
member the port, and could not under- 
stand the language of the people there. 
From that moment my extensive travels be- 
gan, and it was then that the feats of 
strength that I was able to perform be- 
came of great service to me. My strength 

rew as my body developed, until now there 
s scarcely anything that can be done by 
human strength that I cannot accomplish.

MORGANFIELD’S TRIAL. 


The Aquia Creek Bandit Must Answer for 
the Train Robbery. 


FREDERICKSBURG, Va., Feb. 5.—The 
alleged Aquia Creek train robber, Charles 
Morganfield, who is well known in Missouri, 
will be placed on trial here to-morrow. 

Charles J. Searcey, who was Morganfield’s 
accomplice in the robbery, will be arraigned 
immediately after the trial of the latter has 
been completed, and will, it is thought, re- 
ceive a sentence of from eight to ten years, 
upon a plea of guilty to the charge in the 
indictment. Searcey will, of course, be the 
82 witness against Morganfield, as 

he conféssion he has already made impli- 
cates Morganfield ‘throughout the planning 
of the robbery, its execution and the subse- 
quent exciting chage after the perpetrators 
of the crime. Since his arrival at Freder- 
icksburg Morgansfield has been leading a 
very quiet life. He is resting easily in the 
old stone jail at Spottsylvania, and has 
petting to do but eat, sleep and take care of

TO BLOW UP A CHURCH. 


Fiendish Attempt of Toughs, Whom the 
Minister Rebuked. 


HARTFORD CITY, Ind., Feb. 6.—An at- 
tempt to blow up the Baptist Church at 
Pleasantdale, a community in this county, 
which harbors a tough element, has spread 
terrors among the worshippers. The Rev. 
John Seelig, a United Brethren minister of 
this city, has been holding revival meetings 
in the church, and he has from time to time 
severely scored the scoffers. Mr. Seelig’s 
last meeting was unusually riotous, and 
some of the bad young men of the neighbor- 
hood whom he rebuked left the church in 
anger. Yesterday the janitor found under 
the church three sticks of dynamite, the 
fuses of which were partly burned. There 
was enough of the explosive to have blown 
the building to pieces, and had the explosion 
taken place while the church was full of 
worshippers many would have been killed.
